WEEKLY CROP REPORT! 



The week opened with the favorable 
conditions of clear weather and high 
temperature. These continued to and in- 
cluding April 28th, though on the latter 
date light scattered showers fell in vari- 
ous parts of the state. From April 30th 
to date of roport, cool, cloudy and show 
ery weather has prevailed in all parts of 
the state. The amount of rainfall, while 
in excess of the normal generally, was 
greatest in the Central counties and least 
in the Southern and Western. The tern 
pcrature exceeded the normal on April 
28th and 29lh, but there was a deficiency 
during the remaining days of the week, 
which ranged from 1-V to 20 3 during May 
1st and 2d.

The 
season is still some weeks backward, but 
as yet no injurious influences of conse- 
quence are reported. A period of warm, 
sunny weather will greatly aid in bring- 
ing crops up to their normal condition for 
the season. Snow fell quite generally in 
the Northern and Eastern parts of the 
state during Sunday. 



The condition of crops in this section 
is slightly in advance of that in ether por 
tions of the state, the more favorable 
weather hastening their growth and en- 
abling fanners to push their work te 
quite a considerable extent in most local- 
ities. The general condition of wheat is 
tine, especially that portion of the crop 
which was sowu on the uplands. The 
heavy rains have had the effect of yellow- 
ing the crep on the bottoms, but not to 
such an extent as to seriously injure it 
It is about ready to head in several of the 

about one half of the work is done. The 
bottom lands arc still ton wet to break in 
most localities. The seeding of oats was 
completed, and they are beginning to 
come up. Farmers generally report un- 
favorably as to the outlook for them. 
Meadows and pastures look well. To- 
bacco plants appeur to have improved 
during the week, though conflicting re 
ports regarding them are still received. 
In Caldwell county they are nearly large 
it. The outlook for fruits is 
generally good, though there is consider 
able complaint from counties bordering 
on the Ohio that early peaches are falling 
from the trees. The apple bloom is very- 
abundant.

Paris, May 8 -The terrible fire at 
Orand Bazaar de Charlte, a temporary 
wooden structure about luo yards long 
and 60 yards wide, erected la the Rue 
Jean (toujaft, for the annual oharity 
fair, ol which all the most prominent 
society ladfea of Paris are patronesses, 
has thrown the French capital Into 
mourning. The conflagration, which 
broke cut shortly after 4 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon in the klnematograph 
booth, near the stall of the Duchess de 
Ur.ee, while from 1,500 to e,000 peeple 
were present, Is believed to hare 
caused the loss of over 800 Uvea As 
this dispatch Is sent, early Wednesday 
morning, 111 charred corpses have 
been recovered, together with U por- 
tions of bodies, the identity of which 
may neror be established. 

Since 8 o'clock Wednesday morning 
crowds of people have been flocking; to 
She Palais de 17 Industrie, where many 
of the bodies and a large number of the 
injured were taken. At 8 o'clock a de- 
tachment of the Garde Rcpublicaine 
relieved the detachment of infantry 
which had been on duty all night long 
about the scene of the catastrophe. 
The search for the dead continues In 
the ruins. Quantities of coins, watches, 
rings, necklaces and bracelets have 
been picked up In the debris. 

~ > was brief the heat 
y intense. Of many 
11 fragmenU were 
found. Scarcely one oould be identi- 
fied from the features or clothing. 
Hands were sought for that Identity 
might be established by the An- 
ger rings.

The Duchesse De Alencon was the 
sister of the empress of Austria and of 
the wife of Prince Ferdinand of Or- 
leans. She was a duchess of llavaria 
and was born in IK47 and married in 
sr, Princess Louise,

varia, and her son. Prince Phtlllppe, is 
the husband of Princess Ilenriottc of 
lielgium.

The remains of the Duchess were 
identified by her dentist, who exam- 
ined the teeth of a charred body which 
was believed to be hers.
